restricts the cost to $100 per man annually and provides 
no allowance for cleaning and repair . We feel there is 
•Justification for the relatively large expenditure per 
man which we are proposing in the fact that the guards 
are hired under a three-year contract (with the option to 
renew for an additional two years) . We further believe 
that since our intent is to make the wearing of this spe- 
cific uniform a condition of employment, we are obliged 
to bear a reasonable expense for cleaning and repaii. 
Although these uniforms will be considered as expendable 
on issue, they will remain the property of the Agency and 
will be issued to employees on a hand receipt .
